A  cooperative  safety  meet¬ 
ing  was  held  the  evening  of  Kay  15  attended  by  all  camp  superintendents  from 
the  vicinity  of  Bums  from  the  3iological  Survey,  Forest  Service,  and  Divi¬ 
sion  of  Grazing,  together  with  representatives  of  the  Bums  Toastmasters  Club 
and  the  Hines  Lumber  Company.  The  meeting  was  called  after  discussing  the 
possibility  of  safety  talks  to  be  given  to  the  enrollees  of  the  various  CCC 
camps  in  this  locality  by  members  of  the  Toastmasters  Club  who  are  desirous 
of  improving  their  ability  in  public  speaking.  A  plan  was  adopted  whereby 
various  members  of  the  Club  would  give  a  series  of  safety  talks  at  the  vari¬ 
ous  camps  in  the  locality  of  Burns  of  approxinr  .oly  20  minutes  in  length* 

The  talks  are  to  be  outlined  beforehand  and  particular  material  will  be  cov¬ 
ered  in  a  systematic  manner.  The  talks  are  to  bo  based  upon  suggestions  of¬ 
fered  by  Chester  Irving  who  is  a  safety  expert  for  the  Hinos  Lumber  Company. 
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Mr.  Irving  gave  a  short  speech  outlining  the  industrial,  domestic,  and  public 
phases  of  safety  and  the  four  elements  that  must  be  considered  in  any  safety 
campaign:  1.  Engineering;  2.  Education;  3.  Employment,  and  4.  Enforcement.
